So often do we hear the reimivk that 


Oakland will be to San Francisco what 
Brooklyn is to New York. That Oak- 
laud is that cow there is no denying—n 
mere lodging house—bat we doubt very 
much that the city of live oaks will always 
remain n. land of poppies. In the first 
place, the conditions of location are ex- 
actly reversed: Oakland is on the main 
land while Brooklyn is on an island, with 
"railroads running nowhere in particu- 
lar.'" Owing to the va»t start that San 
Francisco got before the- railroad influ- 
ence was scarcely thought of, the future 
of Oakland would seem to be a matter of 
•peculation: but it is not so in fact. 
The town will develop first in two im- 
portant ways—ns. a lodging house aud a 
place of manufacturing establishments. 
The Irmg railroad and water front line 
will be covered with manufacturing es- 
tablishments, giving Oakland the char- 
acter of Brooklyn and Newark, N. -I., 
combined. In the meantime, the harbor 
facilities will be undergoing solid im- 
provement, the railroad system will be 
centered here so far as workshops are 
concerned, and the business of the me- 
tropolis of every kind will be more and 
more evenly divided 
with its chief 


snbnrli. 


But just now thu correspondent's de- 


scription of Brooklyn will not prove the 
least interesting reading for various 
reasons: 


The foregoing thoughts came to me 


as I stood at the Fulton slip and the 
ferry-boat plunged out for the Brooklyn 


* shore. 
AVhat repetitious of human 


htory ilo these crimes bring us. wrap- 
ping around their few personalities the 
morals of great multitudes?- Beecher is 
the invitation to observe Brooklyn. 


Across this deep, salt, narrow flood, 


the greatest city of the Western AVorld 
is confronted by

itself the third city of the Republic. In 
fifty years, Brooklyn has leaped from 


\^ 7,000" to 400.000 people. Yet, it is a 
Jtnu-i-e Birkenheftd to Liverpool, less than 
a Surreyside to London. It has neither 
a public life nor antiquities. 
Its press 


was until recently of no (•(msei|iu-nc-e, 
aud now of indifferent consequence, be- 
cause ;•, press is called forth by some- 
thing to which it responds, nnd nothing 
but sleep is the normal life of Brooklyn, 
except of Sundays. On Sundays, the 
great suburb resounds to the tread of 
processions, and the bells of 24-T churches 
jingle over to the less Sabbatarian New- 
York. 
Week-days, the morning is 


aroused with the mighty exodus of 30,- 
000 people to New York; and, soon af- 
terward, 90.000 children retire within 
the 250 private schools. Masculine life 
scarcely exhibits Itself again until the 
afternoon, unless fifty more processions 
come op from-the ferry to add their 
burdens to 172.000 bodies already lying 
in Greenwood. 
Behind, the city, on the heights, ft 


noble park gives -news of the Atlantic, 
and points the way to that bench at 
Coney Island where the ocean, in ragged 
edges of despair, booms up to the hoyden 
feet of a ragged metropolitan constitu- 
ency. A great Navy-Yard and some 
broad docks indent-the river before the 
city, but 


of Brooklyn and New York is best de- 
lineated where the channel grows rag 
ing aud narrow in two lofty towers, 
pierced each with tall lancet arches, 
which are to support cables for a bridge 
between these cities. 
These stately
